troops and the peasuntry of a village named Mozila, about 
six miles north of Monastir, on the Sernica River. ‘The 
Albanians lost heavily in the recent fighting near Jakova, 
rome 200 dead being collected by the Turks, while many 
more bodies were removed. The Turkish loss was but 
fourteen men killed and two officers wounded, and the 
excellence of their dispositions is reported to have spread 
dismay among the Albanians, many of whom have rigni- 
tied their submission. On the other hand, many chiefs, 
fearful of exile, have taken to the hills, and threaten 
further trouble to the Turks. 


Turks and Chris‘ ians.—From Sofia news has been 
telegraphed that a battalion of Turkish soldiers, charged 
with the suppression of insurgents, entered the town of 
Kratovo and sacked the Christians’ shops, plandering them 
ef everything portable. The victims hastened to the 
Kaimakam, or Turkish resident magistrate, and begged 
him to intervene in protection of their property. That 
functionary, however, declined on the ground that he was 
afraid to offend the soldiers, and the unfortunate inhabi- 
tants were obliged to use the gentle arts of persuasion and 
bribery before their visitors would leave. 


Massacres in Russia.—Some of the Continental 
prpers pudlish accounts by eye-witnesses of the recent 
terrible massacres of Jews in Kischineff, and the greatest 
indignation against the Russian Government for failing to 
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drivers of almost every, nationality, among them being 
eight Englishmen. ‘The casualties arose from various causes, 
but in the main may be traced to two principal reasons: 
the great speed at which the cars travelled —eighty-eight 
to ninety miles an hour in some cases—and the dense clouds 
of dust raised by the flight of the cars, which prevented 
the drivers from seeing where they were going.

Striking Demonstration. — Hyde Park was on 
Saturday last the scene of the most remarkable demon- 
stration which has taken place in London for many years. 
To protest against the Government proposals as embodied 
in the Londen Education Bill (which, among other features, 
provides for the abolition of the London School Board), 
about 150,000 .Nonconformists, Kducationists, and Trades 
Unionists marched from a rallying-point on the Thames 
Embankment to the Reformers’ Tree, around which were 
grouped a dozen platforms, from which for an bour or two 
fierce denunciations were hurled at the heads of Ministers, 
At the call of a bugle the immense gathering simultaneously 
carried a resolution emphatically protesting against the 
Bill, and copies of this resolution were afterwards left at 
the residences of the principal members of the Cabinet. 
Awong the thousands who assembled to witness the demon- 
stration, an interested spectator was the King, who drove 
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similar to the others. A further remand for a week was 
then granted.
